PETITION  TO  VACATE  AN  ALLEY 


1.  That  this  petition  involves  an  alley  north  of  Beadell  Street 
and  West  of  McKinley  Avenue,  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  described  as 
follows : 

That  portion  of  the  alley  between  Berghoff  Street  and  McKinley 
Avenue  commencing  at  the  Northeast  corner  of  lot  67;  thence 
West  along  the  North  border  of  lots  67,  68,  69  and  70  to  the 
Northwest  corner  of  lot  70,  a distance  of  160  feet;  thence 
North  12  feet  to  the  Southwest  corner  of  lot  105;  thence  East 
along  the  South  border  of  lots  105,  106,  107  and  108  to  the 
Southeast  corner  of  lot  108,  a distance  of  160  feet;  thence 
South  12  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning,  all  in  the  Commercial 
Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 

That  the  alley  which  is  sought  to  be  vacated  is  indicated  in  red 

on  the  plat  attached  hereto  and  marked  Exhibit  "A"  and  by  this 

reference  made  a part  of  this  Petition;  that  this  petitioner  is 

the  owner  of  all  of  the  real  estate  abutting  on  both  sides  of  the 

alley  proposed  to  be  vacated. 

2.  That  the  properties  to  the  West  of  the  portion  of  the  alley  to 

be  vacated  will  have  adequate  access  through  the  dedication  of  a 

new  alley  described  as  follows: 

Commencing  at  a point  located  at  the  Northeast  corner  of  Lot 
71;  thence  14  feet  West  along  the  North  line  of  Lot  71  to  the 
point  of  beginning;  thence  South  parallel  to  the  East  line  of 
Lot  71*  a distance  of  140  feet  to  the  South  line  of  Lot  71; 
thence  West  along  the  South  line  of  Lot  71*  a distance  of  12 
feet;  thence  North  parallel  to  the  West  line  of  Lot  71*  a 
distance  of  140  feet  to  the  North  line  of  Lot  71;  thence  East 
along  the  North  line  of  Lot  71*  a distance  of  12  feet  to  the 
place  of  beginning,  all  in  the  Commercial  Addition  to  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne. 

3.  That  the  alley  as  it  now  exists  lies  within  an  Urban  Renewal 
Project  for  which  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  calls  for  the  vacation 
of  the  alley. 


4.  That  a 12  inch  sewer  line  located  in  the  subject  alley  will 
be  located  in  the  above  dedicated  new  alley  at  such  time  as  is 
necessary  at  the  expense  of  the  Petitioner. 

WHEREFORE,  your  Petitioner  respectfully  prays  that  the  matter 
of  the  vacation  of  said  alley  be  referred  to  the  Fort  Wayne  Plan 
Commission  for  the  holding  of  a public  hearing  on  the  vacation 
of  said  alley  after  giving  notice  of  such  hearing  as  required  by 
law  and  thereafter  forwarding  its  recommendations  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  as  the  governing 
body  having  jurisdiction  over  said  area  and  that  thereafter 
said  alley  be  vacated.
